WASHINGTON, Aug. 27} 
(UPI)—The State Department 
opposed today putting a flat 
bun on the issuance of pass- 
ports to members of the Com- 
munist party and other organ- 
izations listed as subversive.

He said there were cases 
where the department wished 
to issue passports to Commun- 
ists, One. example, he said, 
would be Communist correspon- 
dents covering olympic games.

These Communists 
would be alerted to this fact 
by a passport denial, he said.
